Philadelphia, Aug. 3.—Fire that 
raged for four hours Tuesday, de­ 
fying the efforts of Are companies 
from Philadelphia and every point 
on the m ain line, wrecked the mon­ 
astery of Villanova college, causing a 
loss estim ated at $750,000 to $1,000,- 
000. 
Fifty firemen, a college student 
and two spectators were injured or 
overcome 
by 
smoke 
during 
the 
course of th e conflagration. 
The blaze, fanned bv a stiff breeze 
th at swept over th e campus, leveled 
the top floor of the four-story B ra y ­ 
stone building and burned the entire 
third floor and p art of the second, 
while smoke and w ater irreparably 
dam aged the rem ainder of the struc­ 
ture. 
Art Treasures Damaged 
Included in the loss was th e bulk 
of the famous Doyle collection of art 
treasures, containing oil paintings by 
old m asters; fifteenth-century m an­ 
uscripts and valuable statuary. 
A few of the 400 paintings in the 
collection 
were 
rescued, 
together 
with most of the furnishings of the 
two lower floors, where college ad­ 
m inistrative offices and dorm itories 
of the priests were situated, but 
most of the latter were badly dam ­ 
aged. 
The monastery, built in 1900, at a 
cost of $200,000, will have to be en­ 
tirely rebuilt, according to Father 
John J. Farrell, prior. 
Scenes rem iniscent of the World 
W ar took place on the smooth lawns 
of the cam pus as the flames leaped 
liigh in the air and smoke poured 
forth in billowing clouds from the 
blazing edifice. 
Nuns Minister to Injured 
Field dressing stations for the In­ 
jured. such as were seen just behind 
the front lines in Fiance a decade 
ago, were established by ambulances 
from St. Joseph’s, St. Agnes, Con­

attack of pneum onia which alm ost 
took hic life after he had been on

for

hours. 
The circuit court of appeals here, 
by a vote of 2 to I of its three 
judges, m ade th a t ruling in on# of 
the oddest cases ever to come be­ 
fore it. 
The m ajority decision which was 
w ritten by Judge J. W arren Davis 
and concurred in by Judge Victor B. 
Woolley, ruled th a t Rabinowitz was 
w ithin his rights, under arm y regu­ 
lations, in the absence of a superior 
officer, in binding the governm ent 
to the paym ent of the m edical ex­ 
penses, to save his life. 
Judge J. W hitaker Thom pson dis­ 
sented, holding Rabinowitz, having 


been stricken at his home and not 
at his post in Hoboken, was not "on 
duty" a t the time and therefore 
should be m ade to pay the expense 
himself. 
Rabinowitz was stricken October 
I, 1918, five weeks after he had en­ 
listed iii the army and had been 
given the post of field clerk a t Ho­ 
boken. 
He had returned from a 
tw enty-four-hour duty stretch, and 
when doctors diagnosed his case as 
serious, he had him self sent to the 
B arnet Memorial hospital, in P a t­ 
erson, where he lingered several 
weeks between life and death. 
When he requested the arm y to 
pay the hospital, doctors’ and nurses’ 
bills, it refused. 
He brought suit 
and won a judgm ent in the federal 
court in Trenton.
